—I confefs, 1 thought you gave your 
felf too much Liberty in bantering Me 
and my Spzech in your Writings, e(pe- 
cially in your Tacroduétion to that of 
my Lord H———~ms ; yet by what I. 
have feen of your other Writings, you 
are of the fame Sentiments with me as 
to Government, ©c. and, exceps in 
the Matter of Uriah, you are a Man 
after my own Heagt. 

And { am fo well pleafed with fome of 
your lace Reviews, with Relation to 
theA ffatrs of Scotland, and particularly 
your Aunigaa or Allegory of the Wi- 
dow, that I freely forgive you all your 
former Sins of Ignorance.—— 


In my Anfwer I told his Lordfhip among 

other Thirgs, 

That | fhould not enter upon.any Def-nce 
of the former Difputes I bad with his 
Lordhhip, becaufe I would not leffea 
the Value I put upon his Lordhhip’s 
Remiflion—Aud fo our fhort Debates 
entirely ended. 


I mention this only to fhow the World, 
how a Man of Honour will treat the Men he 
differs with, and af.er having paid this 
Homage and Acknowledge ment to the G<« 
nerofity and Goodnes of Difpolition, which 
this noble Perfon was Mafter of, [leave it 


» asaufeful Obfervation to thofe, who want- 


jog, Temper as well as Manners, can never 
difpute without Heat, argue without Rail- 
ing, or fpeak to their Opponents but in 
opprobrious, vile and filthy Language— 
Let thofe Obfervators whom the Coat fits 
wear it. 

In. my laft ProgrefS to Scotland, 1 ar- 
riv’d at Edinburgh, a few Days after his 
Lordthip was confin’d in che Caftle, whither 
I went to waicon him; f found him indeed 
very much concern’d at his Confinement— 
and the more, tbat to ufe bis Lord{hip’s own 
Expreffion, he was number’d wich Tranf- 

reffors——— That he fhould be confin’d as 
‘peed in a Caufe he bad always abhorr’d, 


had early appear’d againft, and had been 
formerly put in the fame Prifon for oppo- 
fng— In another of his Lordthip’s Letcers 
to me befcve I came te Scotland, his Lord- 
fhip has thts Expreffion, ‘is now 27 Years 
fince 1 k#d the Flonour to be Prifomerin this 
very Phace for oppefing a Popifh Succéffor mm 
the’ Parkiament 1681, when the Succeffor bim- 
feif was upon the Morome reprefensimg bis Bros 
ther. This made it feem vecy haid to bis 
Lordthip to be mix’d with 2 Sort of Pecple 
he had always appear’d agaisft, ond fiuck 
a little too clofe to him. ' 

When I waited on his Lordfhip in the 
Caftle of Edinburgh, he broke wur in fome 
warm Complagiits upon chis very.Head, re- 
cited to me, how early he hid @;)ea- a-in 
Scotland againftthe Yyranny of Popiih Pee 
wef, evan when other People were afr iid 
to doit; how zealeus he had been for the 
Settlement of the Church “f Seotlund, now 
joftrumental in the Revulutien, how both 
in Parliament and out, jn pubuck aad pri« 
vate, he had always adhercd a the Prespy- 
terian (ntcreft,-had oppoitd Tyranny andK. 
Fames, beth in the Court and ta the Field, 
hid affifted to depofe }:im, and afifted to 
keep him out atthe Hazard ofhi Life, hae 
ving commanded the Cavalry at th: Fight at: 
Gilly-cranky, and it was very hard to tingle 
him out, &c. a3 fulpeéted of joyning with 
thofe he had fo avowedly appear’d againft. 

I endeaveur’d to calm his Lurdfhip’s Spi 
rits upon that Heed, told him it was his 
L»idfhip’s Mi forcuse to have been a proe 
feis’d Oppofer «f the Union, in the Mae 
nagement of which all the Party that now 
atcempted oar Liperties unhappily. join’d, 
and that hi Lord (hipeals happening among, 
"em fuffer’d focbemg found in badCompany, 
but that even the Guvernment it. felf wag. 
forward to hope his Lordthip was clear of 
any Guilt in it; Fecdeavour'd to reconcile 
his Lordfhip to the prefent Precaution the 
Government wasoblig’dto take for immes 
diate Security, it which cho innocent Per- 
fons might fuffer by way of Reflcéion, 
yet none but the Guilty could fuffer by 
way of Punifhment. 

His Lordfhip readily acknowledg’d the 
Neceffity, Prudence and Juftice of the Go- 
vernment, in fecuring the Perfons of all 

that 
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that were fafpefted, only regretted that 
he was number’d dmong the. Perfens fuf- 
pefted——J am bere, faysbis Lordthipin the 
Jaft qu: ted Letrer to me, in Cuftody with 
Three Papifts, Five Nox-Farants, and One 
who may be reckoned warfe than-any of . tbe 
oiber, becaufe of bis Treachery is Riag Wit 
liam’s Service; I meet withthe fame Mea 
fure and the fame Treatmént, and am the only 
Perfon who having been’ always fahbful to 
the prefent Government, amto bave my Fame 
and Reputation blafted, by being wumber'd a- 
mong ft she Ti anfgreffors;———t 

thine hison two Acccuats, firkt to te- 
fijfic in his Lordfhip’s Nzm~, and from his 
own Mou'h, that his Lordfhp did not at ail 
refi & upon the Government for the: Pre- 
eaurion ued in Taking ep rhe Heads of the 
Facobite Party, co of the Popifh Party at

Concert of the Facobite Party in that Afe- 
fair—And particularly comforted him with 
the News of bis going to England, which 
his Lordhhip at firft rogretted very much ¢ 
but when he came to examine into, was 
more [atified about « [reminded his Lord- 
fhip of the Arbicrary Proceedings in his 
own Country, in Cafesof meer Sufpicion 
of Crime, and how by the Unicn his Lord 
thig, enjoy’d the Privilege of an Englifh No- 
bleman, that he cvuld nor be try’d but by 
the Surtrage of the Britifh Peerage, and that 
his Lordfhip enjoy’d this from the Union— 
His Lordthip readily. acknowledg’d, he 
thought che Life of a Nohle Man more fe- 
cure now than before—but was extreamly 
follicicous about what Trearment he thould: 
meet with in England— Y had the Honour; 
to affure his Lordhhip, I wil) not fay pro- 
phetickly, ‘but from an Affurance of: his 
Lordhhip’s Innocence, and Her Majefty’s 
unbiaf,’d Juftice, “ehac whereas no Infor-’ 
mation could come in againft his Lordthip, . 
he would meet with all the Clemenéy and: 
Goodnefs, which her Majefty fhew'd to all: 
her innocent Subjeéts: without Diftin&ion,: 
and would: b#' immediately admitted to’ 
Bail—— This fomewhat allay’d his Lord: 
thip’s Concern, which had been chiefly: 
raifed from Reports of the Prifoners being 
committed to the Tower, during the. 
QUEEN’s Pleafure, without Examination 
or Trial, by Vertue of the A@ of Parlia- 
tient, A 

‘His Lordthip regretted exceedingly the- 
Diffolution of the Council in Scotkand;. from: 
whom proper Diftin&ions of Perfons might 
have been expeéted according to former: 
B-haviour, which could be judg’d of better: 
there, than at the Diftance which the Ade 
miniftration now remain’d at— And I Have 
a long Complaint againft that Alreration by 
me under his Lordfhip’s Hand.’

ney, and found bim much better reconcited 
to his going than before.

In fhort, he was only unhappy in bein 
fufpe&ted by the Govanmenean which 
was. owing to the Surface of his Conduét in
